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\ The proposed amendment raises issues thaffequire further search and consideration and therefore will not be entered, The amendment 
proposes substantially limiting the definition of carbohydrate-free to now recite a chain that is substantially free of any oligosaccharide 
moieties whereas the original definition only required an at least 40% reduction in such moieties. This amendment would change the 
definition of carbohydrate-free transferrin thereby requiring further consideration and/or search. Moreover, it appears that the amendment 
raises issues of new matter since the specification did not previously limit the definition in this way; thereby now limiting the determination 
of carbohydrate free transferrin also.
